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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

I. The safety clip as shown in figures 1 and 5. 

II. The safety clip as shown in figure 2. 

III. The safety clip as shown in figure 3. 

IV. The safety clip as shown in figure 4. 

V. The safety clip as shown in figure 6. 

VI. The safety clip as shown in figure 12. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature is a safety clip for a medical catheter that comprises a shaft and a 
sleeve, the safety clip comprising an elongate body, an attachment member, a first 
spacing member, and a stop. 

US Patent No. 6,146,415 discloses a safety clip for a medical catheter that comprises a 
shaft (34) and a sleeve (16), the safety clip comprising an elongate body (20), an 
attachment member (40), a first spacing member (30) and a stop (col. 6, In. 18-67).
